‘‘Roosevelt made several loops, and 
I adm ired his gameness. 
Once 
I 
thought his machine gun was jam m ­ 
ed, but a second later he began again 
to shoot and I felt the bullets strik ­ 
ing my plane. Then I mounted above 
him and swooped down to within 
twenty m etres of him, firing .all the 
time. 
Then I saw my opponent col- 
lapse^and his machine begin to fall.” 
Donhauser, is a non-commissioned 
officer and speaks English, has rela­ 
tives living in 
Michigan. 
He 
was 
credited with thirty aerial victories 
in the fighting after July first, when 
he entered the German air service. 
The battle with Lieutenant Roose­ 
velt, the German aviator said,, was

bullets from Roosevelt’3 machine gun 
pierced the German aviator’s machine 
in twenty places.

fight to the end. Three or four tim es 
during th* fight, Donhauser declar­ 
ed, Roosevelt had the upper hand for 
a few seconds.

Being wide-awake and progressive, 
Mrs. Earley has noted some changes 
in the world, which she enumerates as 
follows: 
“First: The adoption of suffrage for 
women in twelve states places those 
states without suffrage on an inferior 
economic basis, which of itself is bad 
business policy. 
“Second: The constantly increasing 
outside activities for women, their 
splendid response in all lines of work, 
their liberal response for financial aid, 
and their readiness to perform the 
manuel labor left by our splendid boys 
over there, and the constantly enlarg­ 
ing sphere of home, which now ex­ 
tends even beyond the schools to 
wherever our boys and girls are em­ 
ployed. 
“Third: When the war ends and all 
is over, many of our boys, who are 
mostly between the ages of twenty-one 
and thirty, will not come back to take 
the places of those voters who in time 
will go over Beyond. 
This will ma­ 
terially reduce the number of male 
voters who in times past have repre­ 
sented the women of the family and 
allow a minority to rule, a condition 
that Is contrary to all parliamentary 
procedure. 
Such a situation would 
put unlimited power Into the hands of 
the dishonest politician and give un­ 
limited possibilities for graft. 
“Two principles—both man-made— 
must be upheld, the consent of the gov­ 
erned and the majority rule. 
“These are the reasons why I am no 
longer an anti and as a suffragist am 
asking the men of the state to vote 
yes on the woman suffrage amend­ 
ment November 5th.**

At this season there is game in 
the small town markets, hares and 
rabbits, venison, red-legged partrid­ 
ges and the large French quail and 
wild boar. 
It is high, but not so 
high a3 it always is at home.

Carrier pigeons are very success­ 
fully used in connection with aircraft 
in flight, and for distances up to 20 
or 30 miles in fine weather can be re­ 
lied upon to reach home with their 
message. 
They are released in such 
a manner that they will Aret move 
with the wind, the airman throwing 
the bird forcibly downward and side­ 
ways in the direction the wind is 
blowing so that the wind will assist 
it to clear the machine. 
With sea­ 
planes, a number of cases have oc­ 
curred where pilots in distress have 
been rescued as the result of pigeon 
messages. 
There are several cases on record 
in which a bird has successfully de­ 
livered his message even when se­ 
verely wounded. In the British army 
lofts, the inquisitive American sol­ 
diers have found several birds still at 
work who bear the marks of battle, 
including several veterans who are 
still flying regularly though minus a 
leg lost in action. 
The B ritish pigeon officers tell of 
an historic pigeon, known in the ser­ 
vice of the “V. C. bird,” which ar­ 
rived torn and bleeding and with the 
cylinder containing his message ac­ 
tually forced into his breast by the 
force of an exploding shell.

who

Stonewall. 
He was a member of the 
Junior class of the Normal and was 
always considered 
a

strong 
student. While in school be was an 
indu8trous and faithful worker, and 
took much interest In athletic activ­ 
ities. 
He was a member of the foot 
ball squad during the season of 1915, 
and took a great interest in debat­ 
ing, having been identified with the 
Forum society 
during two years,

This death is the first on the field 
of battle that

Normal students that have answered 
the call to duty.

Oklahoma City, Okla., Sept. 
3.— 
The fifty-fifty rule covering the sale 
and consumption of wheat flour and 
substitutes 
is 
rescinded, effective 
September I, and 114 in its place, 
and 80-20 regulation is ordered by 
the United States Food administra­ 
tion. 
The official telegram from Herbert 
Hoover to C. B. Ames, federal food 
administrator for Oklahoma: 
“The recent careful survey by the 
Food Administrators of the United 
States, France, England and Italy, of 
the food resources of the 220,000,000 
people fighting 
against 
Germany, 
shows that to maintain enough sup­ 
plies and 
the 
necessary 
reserve 
against disaster there must be main­ 
tained in all these counties a conser­ 
vation of wheat flour during coming 
year. It has been agreed that the 
wheat bread of all shall contain twen­ 
ty per cent of other 
grains 
than 
wheat and it is just that we should 
bear our share in this saving and 
our bread should be at least identi­ 
cal with those who 
are 
suffering 
more greatly from the war than our­ 
selves. Distribution and transporta- 
in 
the United 
States render it necessary to rely 
very largely on voluntary action in 
oar homes to enforce this mixture. 
The victory bread so made is whole­ 
some and there is no difficulty in its 
preparation. We desire to emphasise 
that Jibe mixtures are for wheat abd 
bread) and the saving of Wheat flour 
but are not intended to displace the 
large use of corn bread., We must 
use the mixture’ with wheat flour in 
addition to our normal consumption 
of corn bread.”
